HEREAS by Our Proclamation Dated the 26th day 
of July laſt paſt, We thought fit to Publiſh ſome Rules 
and Orders to te obſerved in the ar Regiments 
of His Nafſty's Army in this Kingdom, For the bet- 
ter aſcertaininz what Stoppages ſhall for the future be 
made in each Regiment of Horſe above-mentioned, for 
Re-mounting the reſpetive Troops, upon the Death 
and Decay of Horles, and for preventing any Diſputes 
that may ariſe b-tween the Officers and Soldiers rela- 
ting thereunto. \We do hereby Order and Declare, that 
XxX tor k.: mounting cach Troopot Horle for the time to 
come, the Captain thereof fh4ll ſtop trom cach Trooper, Your Shillings Sterling 
every Monti, for the Six G1ats 4onths, 2:2. frem the Firſt of May incluſive, to the 
Firſt of New: mb el ative, the keeping therr Horſes whillt at Graſs, being but a 
imall Expe-c: t them, - o:1d that ducing thy vther Sx Months there ſhall be no 
Stoppages rade, b{caute the Expence of keeping their Horles in the TTouſe in the 
Winter, t5 1.1714 Froater, 
That the Myicy (io ftupd in the Summer) ſhall be laid out to Buy Horſes in the 
——_— (uc'y ws {0 7 boom VUniery ceable bh; Age, or other Milchance during 
*hat Year, 
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That cach Captain ſhall Diſcount with his Troop on the Firſt of May yearly, for 
all the Money ſtop'd by him in the ing Summer Months; and if any ot the 
ſaid Money does remain in his Hands, he ſhall divide it equally among the Troopers ; 
only ſach as ſhall have loſt a Horſe, and hath been Re-mounted out of the Bank 
Money within the ſaid Year, is not to have any ſhare of the Over-plus Money. 

And it is farther Ordered, that from every Trooper who has loſt his Horſe, and 
has been Re-mounted out of the Bank Money, ſhall be ſtop'd for the Six enſuing 
Grafs Months, Eight Shillings pr Month, which Summ ſhall be added to the Bank, 
and Diſcounted as aforeſaid, | 

By this Method the Horſes being in Common to the whole Troop, tuch Trooper 
as ſhall be Diſcharged upon his own deſire, or ſhall be Broke by a Sentence of 
a Court Martial, or by the Order of the Chief Governour or Governours, or the Ge- 
neral, ſhall have no pretence or challenge to his Horſe, neither is he to have any 
Money for him, but the Horſe is to remain in the Troop for His Majeſty's Service, 
and to mount the Trooper that ſhall be Inliſted in his room ; For which reaſon no 
Captain ſhall ſtop or make any DeduCtions tor the Horſe from the new Inliſted 
Trooper, neither ſhall any Captain Diſcharge any man without firſt acquainting his 
Colonel, and giving the reaſons thereof. 

And, whereas two of the Troops are always upon Duty in Dubin, and whilſt 

are ſo, no can reafonably be made from them, becauſe the Expence 

Charge both of the Men and Horſes, are much greater then when are in 
Quarters in the Country, It is therefore hereby Ordered that no Stoppages ſhall 
be made from any of the Troopers whilſt they are upon Duty in Dublin; but that 
when they arc Releived, and march to their Quarters in the Country, there ſhall 
be ſtop'd in the next ſucceeding Winter-Months T wo Shilfings per Month, for double 
the number of Months they were upon Duty in Dublin, ſo that all the Troops may 
ſtand upon an cqual Foot, and that no Troop may pay more or leſs then another 
towards the Fund for Recruiting the Troopers Horles, 

The aforeſaid Stoppages are to be made notwithitanding any thing to the con- 
trary in Our Proclamation bearing Date the I wenty Sixth day of July laſt.
